Ninety-eight thoasand citizens of Can- 
ada rejoiced this week over the receipt of 
cheques from the liquidators of the defunct 
York Loan and Savings Co, The cheques 
were sent out on Monday by A. E, Her- 
rington, who is attending to the financia) 
end of the business for the National Trust 
Co., of ‘Toronto, the assignees. The 
cheques sent ont amount to over halfa 
million, or approximately $650,000. The 
dividend declared is 25 per cent. It is ex- 
pected that the next dividend will amount 
to 25 percent. It will be declared when 
the rest of the property of the company is 
disposed of. Tbe company owned 52,000 
feet of froutage in Toronto, half of which 
has been sold. If land values increase be- 
fore the rest is sold the other dividend will 
be proportionately larger, 


Ontario is making rapid progress towards 
temperance, according to the official figures 
of the provincial license department. This 
year there are in all 2,328 liquor li- 
cense throughout the province, of which 
2,010 are tavern, 253 are shop, 23 are 
wholesale, and 42 club licenses. In 1874— 
thirty-tive years ago—there were 6,195 li- 
censes in the province, and the decrease has 
been steady, year by year, until the pre- 
sent figures have been reached. The annu- 
al decrease has been specially marked dar- 
ing the past five years. There are now one 
hundred and ninety-five municipslities in 
the province under local option, and 149 in 
which licenses are not issued on govern- 
ment policy. The local option municipali- 
ties include 91, in which the by-law was 
carried under the three-fifths clanse. In 
334 of the total 806 municipalities in 
Ontario prohibition consequently obtaing, 
the percentage being an unusually large 
one. If temperance sentiment continues 
to grow 1n proportion to the past five years 
only the largely populated centres will be 
able to secure licenses under the act.

t| Power of physical endurance pos- 


| Seased by the human body. In cir- 
| cumstances that might well be ex- 
|Pected to prove fatal men have 
|survived, and sometimes with won- 
|derfully little impairment of health 
[and that only of a temporary na- 
ture. None of the lower animals 
can approach man in the adapta- 
bility which he thus exhibits to 
| various and changing conditions. 
To-day there is much talk of polar 
explorations and to-morrow the 
traveller who most focusses public 
attention will perchance have es- 
caped from equatorial furnaces, 
says the London Lancet. Man has 
braved alike the hottest parts of 
\the tropics and the extremest cold 
of either pole; he has traversed the 
arid deserts and the malarious 
swamps. He has survived depriva- 
tion of food to a point which is ab- 
solutely surprising—for weeks if 
| he has been able to obtain water, 
and even ifdeprived of water also 
his life has lasted for many days.

In the first place it is 
jclear that mere muscular strength 
has but little influence, and from 
a consideration of many cases we 
are led to the conclusion that that 
type of man who is generally de- 
scribed as ‘‘wiry’’ is probably the 
best suited for any expedition 
where hardships are likely to be en- 
countered. Simplicity in diet and 
more or less complete abstinence 
from alcohol seem also to be de- 
siderata. 

Above all in significance comes 
experience; a personal knowledge 
of the general conditions which are 
to be met with and a careful ar- 
rangement of the plan, with pro- 
vision of a base supply, are als 
of the utmost importance. There 
things do away to a great exten' 
with the feeling that the ordeal of 
pain to be endured is an indefinite 
one; they give to the expedition 
the cheer that comes of believing 
that by a certain time and in a cer- 
tain place all will be well. There 
are many parts of the world which 
still appear as blanks on the map. 
and the restless energy of the bu 
man race will not be content tt: 
these are filled.

THE APPLE CELLAR. 


Ilow to Make and to Keep It Neat 
and Sweet. 


An apple cellar should be the 
tidiest and sweetest corner of the 
house. Nothing else should ever be 
stored in it. Its walls should be 
ar least twenty inches thick and 
it should have abundant ligay 
summer it should be open to 
draughts of air and kept free of 
any <lecay. 

There should be no mouldy 
boards nor any smell of mildew ; in 
other words, the air should be ft 
to breathe. When the apples are 
stored the draught should be stop- 
ped and when steady cold sets in 
you should shut the eellar tight and 
let it stay tightly closed until May. 

You can place such a cellar as 
this conveniently under part of 
your barn or under your carriage 
house, says Outing, only there 
should be no stable adjacent. The 
floor overhead should be covered 
with autumn leaves spread thick! 
to prevent any change of atmo 
phere below. The thermometer a 
winter should stand at about 35 
just above freezing. Put your ap- 
ples in shallow bins. ¢ nt the 
floor to keep out rats and if bar 
rels are used set them some- 
what from the floor.

A pernicious statement placed in cir- 
c ulation by the Toronto Mail and Em- 
pire is going the rounds of the Con-

debt of Canada, The Mail makes the 
audacious assertion that the country 
went behind, or »n debt $45,000 000 
last ye ar. 

- What “The Mail’ Says. 

The Mail says: “From March 31, 
1908, to March 31, 1909, we added 
$150,000 every day to our public debt. 
That is the Mail asserts that the pub- 
lic debt has been added to $54,750,000 
the past fiscal year. 

Tunis is absolute nonsense. 1n 1896 
the interest we had to pay on the pub- 
lic debt was $1.79 per head. On 31 
March, 1909, the date mentioned by 
the Mail the interest we had to pay on 
the public debt was $133 per head. 

To prove the reckless character of 
statements placed before the public by 
the Mail and Empire, the following 
example from its issue of October.8 
will suffice. The Mail says: 

“From March 31, 1908, to March 31, 
1909, we added $160,000 every day to 
our national debt. The new debt 
created last year lays upon us for in-

The Truth Of it. 

The net public debt on 31 March, 
1908, was $277,960, 859,84 and the net 
public debt on 31 March,’ 1909, was 
$323,930,279,17, the difference between 
these figures is exactly $45,969,419, 33, 
which represents the new increase in 
the public debt for the period stated. 


Mail Out $8,781,000. 
fo other words the Mail and Empire 
is $8,781,000 out in its figures and to 
this extent as tothis item alone, is 
shown to be reckless and unreliable 
when dealing with public questions 


Another Keckless Statement. 

The further statement that the new 
debt created last year jays upon us 
for interest charges alone no less tban 
$1,300,000 per annum is equally reck- 
ess and inaccurate. The interest char- 
ges for 1908 upon the public debt up 
to 31 March, 1908, were $10,973,596,- 
88. The interest charges for 1909 up- 
on the public debt uj to 31 March, 
1909, were approximately $11,600,000 
an increase of sav $625,000, and not 
31,500,000 as stated by the Mail. 


Why Debt Was Increased. 

The additions tothe public debt 
were made necessary by the building 
of the National Trenoscontinental and 
the Quebec bridge. Eliminate tiese 
two sources of expense and there would 
bave been no occasion to borrow money 
except to pay off maturing loans creat 
ed by the former Conservative govern- 
ment.

TALL AFRICAN GRASS. 


Beautiful Scenes at Night on the Veldt 
When Fire Spreads. 

Unlike a good deal of South Africa, 
Ihodesia is largely wooded, In some 
places the forests are of value, but a 
large proportion is not valued for its 
timber. ‘The grass in this part of 
Africn grows to a phenomenal height 
in the valleys, and especially in the 
valleys of the Sabi and Zambezi rivers 
it reaches its greatest height. To say 
that the grass Is often twelve feet high 
is no exaggeration. Naturally it is 
very easy to lose one’s way in this 
grass if one is unfortunate enough to 
stray from the beaten track. It is the 
eustom there to burn this grass off 
each year when it gets dry. This {s 
usually in August and September or 
even in October, Fires burn for miles, 
and as the country is largely a wilder- 
ness little damagé is done by this 
method of destroying the grass. It is 
a beautiful sight at night in the fire 
season to see the hills for miles around 
encircled with flames. 

After the grass has been burned the 
rainy season usually begins. and it is 
then that the country is at its prettiest. 
The grass is then green, and the foli- 
age on the trees is beautiful. The old 
leaves drop off gradually, and the new 
ones take their place before the trees 
are bare. The new leaves are of all 
shades of the rainbow, and it is much

A despatch from London says: 
The Journal of the British Astrono- 
mical Association, referring to the 
changes obterved in Mars in Sep- 
tember, says these phenomena are 
unparalleled in past records. The 
obliteration of the markings on the 
surface of the planet by a gloomy 
yellow veil indicates some catas- 
trophe on a gigantic scale, some 
cataclysm which dwarfs the most 
violent Tellurian earthquake. May 
be the abnormal electrical condi- 
tions of the sun, which, according 
to Sir Oliver Lodge, the noted sci- 
entist, caused the recent magnetic! 
storm on the earth, had a far more 
terrible influence on Mars. They 
may have unloosed forces, which, if 
Prof. Lowell’s theory concerning 
life on Mars is correct, may have 
ended forever the Martians’ strug- 
gle for life. 


THINKS MARS SAFE. 


A despatch from Washington 
says: Prof. Ashap Hall of the 
Naval Observatory is of the opin- 
ion that no great change has rec- 
ently occurred in the planet Mars.
